hocking Disaster. 
By Associated Press.) 


New York, Aug. 22.—It now seems 
possible that one of the worst disas- 
ters, which ever happened in this city, 
occurred just after noon to-day. From 
what can now be learned, fully, if not 
more than @fty people lost their lives. 
The accident came so suddenly that 
‘ pota single person in the two big 
buildings at 70 and 72 Park Place es- 
caped alive. A.A. Johnson, janitor 
in the building at 81 Park Place, di- 
rectly across the street from where the 
accident occurred, said he was stand- 
ing on the steps of 81 at noon when 
he heard the sound of an explosion 
from across the street. Almost imme- 
diately the front walle of the two 
buildings collapsed and the entire 
building caved in with a deafening 
crash. It came so suddenly that it 
was impossible fora living being to 
escape from the buildings. 

On the ground floor of one of the 
numbers was à restaurant crowded 
with people. The other floors were 
occupied by the Southern Publishing 
Company, Loutel & Co., art designers, 
and Ellis & McDonald, book binders. 
The ruins are burning fiercely, and 
all efforts are being directed toward 
getting the flames under control, in 
order that the work of rescue and re- 
covering the bodies of the dead may 
be begun. 

As near as could be learned the ex- 
plosion took place in the metal leaf 
factory of Rosenfeld & Co., on the 
second floor, 72 Park place. This is 
just over the drug store on the ground 
floor of the building. 

It is said that as the wall fell there 
were many pedestrians who were 
passing the place who were covered 
by the brick and stone. 

In the metal leaf factory it is not 
known how many girls were at work, 
but there were a large number. In 
the restaurant on the ground floor 
twenty-five or thirty people were 
present at the time of the explosion. 
Then there were ten or twelve girls 
in the wash-room in the ‘basertient.

Three children of Frank Haggerty, 
the janitor, were playing iu front 
when the explosion occurred. They 
were killed. 

The latest report saya that the ex- 
plosion was caused by steam, which 
blew up the receiving boiler in the 
basement belonging to the steam- 
beating Company. Roundsman Tay- 
lor was passing along Park when 
be heard the explosion. He ran toa 

store and secured a dozen 
axes distributed them to the fre- 
men, who had already arrived at the 
scene: The firestien and by-standers 
soon cut a “hole in the wall of No. 70, 
out of which seventeen persons 
crawled, all of whom bore bruises. 
Three alarms of fire were followed by 
the arrival of ambulances from all the 
hospitals. A reserve was called out 
from near-by station houses, but the 
greatest difficulty was experienced in 
keeping the thousand people back be- 
yond the fire lines when it became 
known that there had been a fearful 
loss of life. 

The number of those buried in the 
ruins is variously estimated at from 
fifty ta one Hundred persons. Some 
occupants oF he upper floors of the 
building were lithographérs, <igar 
wanuſacturers, founders and several 
other industries.

He saw fifteen or sixteen girls at the 
windows of Stebler & Maas’ shop on 
the second and third floors just as the 
building fell. His impression was the 
explosion occurred in the metal plate 
factory of Rosenfield & Co. 

The building ie said .to have been 
condemned about thirteen years ago. 
It was built in 1872 and was known as 
the Taylor building.“ Jacob Sles- 
singer of the same compaay said he 
saw a volume of steam shoot out of 
the windows of the top floor, followed 
about ten secqnds later by an explo- 
gion and a crash of falling walls. He 
saw a colored man escape from 
the building. He also saw 
a number of people fall from the 
upper floors, and he described it as if 
they hae been blown from windows. 
Following them, a'most immediately, 
were the falling walls which fell upon 
and buried them. He saw two other 
men besides the colored man escape. 
Mary Schlessing, seven years old, 
daughter of a plumber, and the jan- 
itor of 61 Park Place, were recovered 
ative from the ruins 
in front of the wrecked buildings. 
Near where the girl was found, the 
body ofa man was discovered with 
life extinct. The» bodies of the 
brother and sister of the rescued child 
were near the spot where she was 
found. The police estimate the loss 
of life at between sixty and seventy.

It does not 
take a very wise man to see that this 
short dollar will become, ina short 
time, the exclusive medium of the 
country. Gold will be taken from 
the circulation of the country and 
hoarded, and the effect will be that 
the circulating medium will be re- 
duced to the extent of the gold now | 
circulating and we will be compelled 
to do the business of the country with | 
the silver dollar exclusively. We 
have not been able to secure the in- 
ternational ratio which all nations of 
the world would adopt, and with the 
free coinage of silver the United 
States would be still further removed 
from any international agreement. 
Nations which are on a silver basis 
alone are the poorest nations of the 
world and are in constant financial dis- 
turbance and monetary disorder.

The Leceater of the Famous Savage 
Mise, and « Fieser of Call 
formia and Nevada. 

Len C. Savage, the original locater 
of the famous Savage mine, on the

PROFESSOR JONES’ EXPLORATIONS 


In Deep Creek and Steptec Val- 
leys—The Fiera, Fans and 
Other Features. 

The Salt Lake Tribune has the fol- 
lowing interesting account: 

Professor Marens E. Jones has re- 
turned from a long, laborious and 
interesting trip. He left this city on 
May Ist with a span of horses, a aub- 
stantial farm wagon with a water 
barrel on each side of the body, while 
inside were provisions and a complete 
camping outfit. Since then he has 
exploited the country west of the 
Oquirrh range, covering all of the north- 
western corner of Utah, and extend- 
ing far into Nevada, making a coun- 
try one hundred miles wide and four 
hundred miles long, the longest way 
extending east and west. His object 
was to make a geological and geo- 
graphical study of the country, and 
also to look into the flora, fauna and 
some other features, such as its agri- 
cultural resources, irrigation, capacity 
of artesian wells, etc. He found its 
botanical much finer than he 
an „ and discovered and 
brought in some twelve or fifteen new 
varieties of plants ina region where 
he least expected to find them. He 
collected in all over 7,000 specimens 
of plants, which were dried in the 
usual manner and put up io blocks, 
with paper layers, two feet long and 
one foot wide, and these were made 
in one foot thick.

New lLaduastry. 
From a late article inthe ulletin 


we take the following: 

Professor Wiley, a well-known 
member of the United States Board of 
Agriculture, asserts that California has 
700,000 acres adapted to growing the 
sugar-beet profitably. He says that 
the product here is from thirty to 
forty tons of beets per acre, and as 
these are worth on an average $4 per 
ton, farmers will receive for their crop 
from $120 to $160 an acre. E. H. 
Dyer of the Alvarado refinery esti- 
mates the pounds of sugar per acre at 
from 3,000. to 6,000; hence it will be 
seen that California can produce an 
enormous quantity of beet sugar if 
her resources are developed. 


SUGAR IMPORTATIONS. 


As far back as 1870 we imported a 
billion pounds of sugar at a cost of 
$55,000,000. Then beet-sugar conati- 
tuted but 37 per cent of the total sugar 


yield of the world. Then but 942,000 
tons were made, in 1885 it 
amounted to 2,544,000 tons, or 53 per 
cent of the total sugar ofthe world. 


Ma has reached its limits, 
— oak comnds, and it is probable 
that date sugar, 220,000,000 pounds, 
will rather than increase. 
The limits of cane sugar, confined 
mostly to the tropics, will operate 
against any large increase of that 
sugar, hence it may be asserted that 
the beet-sugar will be depended upon 
for the increase in the total quantity 
Ae demanded for consumption. 
The United States is a large consumer 
of sugar; the people of this country 
use far more per capita than those of 
France or Germany, and the quantity 
annually used is increasing each year. 
A hundred million dollars can be 
saved if our country can manufacture 
its own sugar, and California, with its 
success in this line, promises a great 
future. in beet-sugar making. We 
war expect in time to see factories 
multiplied until hundreds of millions 
of pounds will be manufactured each 
year. It is estimated that during the 
present year California will produce 
more than three-fifths of the total 
amount of beet-s made in the Uni- 
ted States, the er sections of the 
Union manufacturing beet-sugar being 
Nebraska, Utah and Virginia. Ofthe 
three California factories the Alameda 
Sugar Company at Alvarado has 1,000 
acres planted to sugar beets, and ex- 
pects from these to manufacture 3,000,- 
000 pounds of sugar. The Chino Valley 
Beet Sugar Company has 2,500 acres 
lanted to beets and expect to manu- 
ture 5,000,000 pounds of sugar this 
season. The Western Beet Sugar 
Company, which has its factory at 
Watsonville, in Santa Cruz county, 
has between 3,000 and 4,000 acres 
planted to sugar-beets, and will this 
year make nearly eight million 
pounds of sugar.

Considering the enforced idle- 
nes ot the many long hours spent in 
waiting for fares, the behavior of the 
men on these ranks is generally as good 
as could reasonably be expected. 

A wise and kindly movement, which 
deserves greater public support, has 
been sixteen years in progress, to or- 
munize the institution of ‘‘cabmen's 
shelters,” with wholesome refresh- 
ments sold at a fair price, and with a 
little supply of books and papers to 
read at the cab ranks where these men 
are detained in sufficient numbers to 
make it worth while. 

Cabmen's shelters” are of different 
models and sizes; but those of later 
construction are decidedly ornamental 
to the streets, being elegant in design 
and often prettily decorated. They are 


of light wood, yeliow deal, witn oaken 
corner posts and oaken curb around the 
bottom, for strength and durability, and 
properly fitted in the interior, which is 
divided into two compartments, with 
sheives, tables, seats and lockers, with 


un cooking stove, an iron coke bin or 


coal bin, a lead lined or galvanized iron 
sink for washing, a place for keeping 


provisions, and a dresser for crockery 


and utensils, will cost about one hun- 


hundred and seventy-five pounds. The 
stove, the hardware and utensils, twen- 
ty or twenty-five pounds more. 

The dimensions of the new model 
cabmen’s shelter are eighteen feet or 
eighteen feet six inches in length, seven 
feet, or seven feet six inches in width, 
and ten feet six inches height; but the 
old pattern was seventeen feet long by 
six feet or six feet six inches wide. 
There is room for eight or ten persons 
to sit comfortably at the table, while 
the attendant in charge has his sepa- 
rate compartment and kitchen at the 
end. 

None but cab drivers on the stand are 
admitted, to the number, in some in- 
stances, of a hundred or more in the 
day, forty or fifty being a common av- 
erage number served. They have tea 
or coffee, bread and butter, meat or 
gs or bacon of the best quality and 
| well cooked, at prices regulated by an 
official tariff. Newspapers, popular 
magazines, and a few books amuse 
their leisure half hours; if they want 
to smoke a pipe they can go outside to 
the cabstand.
